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2. IF NO CANDIDATE ACHIEVES A MAIORITY (FIFTY PERCENT PLUS ONE) 

OF THE POPULAR VOTE, THE PRESIDENT AND VICE PRESIDENT MUST BE 
ELECTED, AGAIN BY MAJORITY, BUT THE NEW CONGRESS FROM THE THREE 
LEADING ELECTORAL SLATES. THE CHAMBER OF DEPUTIES WILL BE 
APPORTIONED AS FOLLOWS: CHUQUISACA: 9 MAJORITY 2 MINORITY; LA PAZ: 
18 MAJ 4 MIN; COCHABAMBA: 13 MAJ, 3 MIN; ORURO: 7 MAJ, 2 MIN; 

POTOSI: 14 MAJ. 3 MIN; SANTA CRUZ: 1 1 MAJ, 3 MIN; TARIJA: 

6 MAJ, 2 MIN; BENI: 6 MAJ, 2 MIN; AND PANDO: 5 MAJ, 

1 MIN. THE UPPER HOUSE WILL CONSIST OF THREE SENATORS 

FROM EACH DEPARTMENT, TWO REPRESENTING THE MAJORITY AND ONE THE 

MINORITY. THE CONGRESS, THEREFORE, WILL BE CONSTITUTED BY 

1 1 1 DEPUTIES AND 27 SENATORS OR A TOTAL OF 138 REPRESENTATIVES. 

3. IF THE FIGURES CITED IN PARAGRAPH 1 ARE INDICATIVE OF VOTING 
TRENDS (AND THEY MAY NOT BE), PEREDA WOULD NOT ACHIEVE A 
POPULAR MAJORITY. IN CONGRESS HIS BACKERS WOULD FILL 61 SEATS-- 
NINE SHORT OF THE MAJORITY. SILES ZUAZO WOULD HAVE 47 CON- 
GRESSIONAL REPRESENTATIVES, PAZ 17, AND BERNAL 13. TO BE 
ELECTED, THEREFORE, PEREDA WOULD HAVE TO MAKE A DEAL WITH 
EITHER PAZ OR BERNAL. SILES, ON THE OTHER HAND, WOULD NEED THE 
SUPPORT OF BOTH PAZ AND BERNAL TO EMERGE VICTOR IN CONGRESS.
